Samson writes ip his diary that Abe 
went about like a man in a dream, 
with no heart for work or study. He 
spent much time at the doctor's office, 
feeling for some straw of hope. 

One day late in August, as he stood 
talking with Samson Traylor in the 
street, Doctor Allen called him from
